David Mitchell mentioned that primary seatbelt legislation was proposed faptuening
legislative session, however it has been withdrawn.

David Mitchell shared information on the Virginia Highway Safety Challemgetgequest. The
Department of Motor Vehicles (Virginia’s Highway Safety Office),g¥ia State Police and
Virginia’s Department of Transportation, are joining forces to improve tradfiety in Virginia and
to address some of the most significant risk factors for highway fatalitlesy are also reaching
out to partners from the non-profit and private sectors to join in the challenge to cut by 100 the
number of deaths on Virginia highways by 2010.

In addition to grants shown on attachment, Allen Muchnick requested an amendment of $25,000 to
the Metro Washington COG402-PS-2008-58213-3152 grant for a total funded amount of $100,000.
Board approved grant increase with toadition that the appropriate paperwork be completed and
submitted with a copy to Board.
